One of the largest real estate ven- 
tures of rocents years In Antioch was 
transacted recently when.

Religious War 
Continues at 

Zion City 

Two men were badly beaten In the 
ZIon City religious war Monday. One 
was so severely Injured that It was 
necessary to rush him to a hospital. 

Henry Sine, an "Independent" wor- 
shiper opposed to Overseer Wilbur 
Glenn Volivn, who was attacked by a 
crowd of men, later accuaed a follow- 
er of VoIIva of the name of Bailey of 
leading the attack. 

The "Independents" scored a vic- 
tory In the violence .of the day when 
H, G. Darrow, accused by the "In- 
dGpendents" as the leader of the band 
that attacked Ford Wilson, aon-ln-law 
of the Rev. Thomas Nelson, an "Inde- 
pendent," was waylaid by a band and 
beaten Into unconsciousness. He 
waa removed to the Waukegan hos- 
pital. 

"Death threats" were Injected Into 
the Zlon City religloua war when the 
Rev. Allison F. Clark, chalrman'of the 
committee appointed by the Metlipd- 
ist Episcopal church to investigate 
ZIon City conditions, receiving a 
warning by mall. 

Tho missive threatening death was 
received I)y Dr. Clark as tho Investi- 
gating committee made Its report to 
the Chicago conference recommend- 
ing further inquiry into tho charges 
of peraecutlon of Methodists In ZIon 
City. The Chicago conference voted 
to refer the matter- to the Rock River 
conference at Princeton in October 
and to ask federal and state Interven- 
tion in ZIon City. 

The letter received by Dr. Clark 
teads as follows: 

"Sir — Dare not to lay your imholy 
nnger on God's Zlon. What right 
have you to Investigate God's holy 
ZIon? Bewail! 

"Those who attack ZIon always suf- 
fer. Zlon has a long arm and can 
reach curs like you who would snarl 
at her. Don't dare to pollute the 
name of her holy prophet with your 
accursed, slobber. 

"Let ZIon alone and attend to your 
own huelnesa. We don't want any of 
your preachers In ZIon." 

Dr. Clark turned the letter over to 
tho federal authorities. 

In its report the Investigating com- 
mittee traced the history of the Meth- 
odist Church In ZIon City and said It 
had been Invited Into the city limits 
by tho Zlon City Corporation. 

At present, the committee charged, 
Overseer Wilbur Glenn VoIIva of the 
Zion church, as tho power In the city 
government, waa trying to seize tlie 
Methodist property by driving out the 
congregation through threats and un- 
reasonable taxation.

Wreck Cottage 
at Channel 
Lake; Arrested 

Quick action on the part of the vil- 
lage olllcials last Sunday on n com- 
plaint of misdemeanor brought by 
Eugene Cox of Channel Lake against 
the tenants of one of his cottages 
brought about their arrest before they 
could leave town. 

Mr, Cox, early in the aeason, rented 
this particular cottage to a group of 
young men of Chicago who from all 
appearance seemed to be of a desired 
character, bearing letters of recom- 
mendation of unquestionable nature, 
but as the weeks passed new faces 
appeared at tlie cottage and the cali- 
bre of the club as a whole took on 
an entirely different appearance, and 
as the weeks progressed complaints 
were made to Mr, Cox to the rowdy- 
ism that waa making Its appearance 
in the camp. Mr. Cox stated that he 
was forced to go to the cottage and 
read the riot act to the boys and 
for awhile things were better. Laat 
Saturday the boys appeared again and 
evidently were well "heeled". At four 
o'clock Sunday Mr. Cox received a 
telephone call to tho affect that he 
better come down to his cottage Im- 
mediately as the boys were wrecking 
the place. He jumped In a car and 
when near the cottage passed the 
boys on their way to the depot. He 
Immediately turned around and made 
for town placing his case before Jus- 
tice Jamea and securing a warrant for 
j-heir arrest, which was completed by 
Constable Thompson and his deputies. 

The boys wore brought before Jus- 
tice James and gave the names of 
B. D. Brady. T. J. Cronln, J. Quirk, 
John Brown, H. A. Duffy and E. J. 
O'Connor. Justice James placed them 
under $100 bonds to appear next Sat- 
urday, Mr. Gana of Channel Lake 
going bonds for them. The damage 
to the cottage Is estimated at about 
5200.

The club have secured the Fred 
Willet farm between Channel Lake 
and Lake Marie and tho necessary 
surveying has already been completed 
and ground was broken this week for 
the necessary conditioning of the 
ground for next spring. Mr. Hard- 
castle being on the ground supervis- 
ing the work. 

The club's present plans call' for 
a club house to be completed In the 
spring with the widening of the chan- 
nel between Luke Marie and Channel 
lake, making possible the use of this 
club aa a motor boat club and with 
added facilities of a duck hunting 
club. - 

The membership list has not been 
closed as yet and with the present 
membership of about 50 tlie 'club la 
well on the way to being a big aucceas 
and a great asset to the community. 

'pie prime movers are to he con- 
gratulated on their initiative to go 
ahead ■\j;ith a project of this kind as 
in many cages a golf course of this 
nature has been found an expensive 
luxury, Imt In this caa6 their is no 
doubt the proper number for the sup- 
port of this club can easily be ob- 
tained and the future of this organIz-_ 
atlon should be brIghL 

The club meets next Sunday for the 
purpose of establlahlng initiation and 
club fees and the drawing up, of by- 
laws and arranging all necessary de- 
tails attached to the governing of a 
golf club.

Fire losses In the United States are 
continuing at tlie rate of a half bil- 
lion dollars a year. Those of our state 
are running at twenty million dollars 
a year. 

It should be. cause of- concern to 
every citizen not only that this enor- 
mous property value is being wiped 
out each year by Are, but tliat the 
annual fire waste of state and nation 
has doubled since the war. More ir- 
reparable than the destruction of 
property loss of 15,000 lives by fire or 
burns every year In the United States. 
A fire loss. of this magnitude' Is a 
serious drain upon our resources and 
an Impediment to prosperity. Burned 
factories producd nothing, except Idle 
workmen,' Burned homes bring deso- 
lation and misery, and often death of 
dear ones. The sum total of the eco- 
nomic loss is another burden added 
to our people, who niust pay for it 
both In prices of things they buy and 
in the cost of insurance protection. 

The great majority of fires are pre- 
ventable through the exercise of ordi- 
nary carefulness. Genuine coopera- 
tion by our citizens along thiS; line 
would materially reduce this great 
waste of life and property. 

Therefore, appealing for ths coop- 
eration by our citizenship, I hereby 
proclaim Monday, the 

'Ninth Day of October, 1922, 

as 

Fire Prevention Day 

I also urge that the week of October 
2 to D be set aside as Fire Prevention 
Week and suggest activUIeg along 
these llnes;_ 

.That all premises be carefully ex-' 
amlned and fire hazards removed. Es- 
pGcItiUy should there be a thorough 
cleaning up and disposal of rubbish, 
repairing of defects In flues and heat- 
ing eiiulpment, correction of defec- 
tive electrical wiring and elimination 
of Inflammable conditions generally. 

That a rigid inspection be made of 
churches, theaters, public and private 
hospitals and institutions, hotels, 
stores and factories, and that neces- 



sary safeguards against fire, and ade- 
quate exit facilities In case of : fire, bo 
provided. . 

That a careful examination, of fire 
ordinances be made by local officials 
and any deficiencies remeilled. 

I urge every mayor to Issue an, ap- 
propriate local proclamation. I sug- 
gest that pastors may- render great 
assistance by pulpit appeals either on 
Sunday, Oct ir or Sunday, Oct 8, 
for the practice of fire prevention. 

Educational exercises should bo 
held In the schools to Instruct the 
pupils In the elimination of fire haz- 
ards. 

Fire drills should be held In schools, 
factories and stores. They should be 
continued systematically during the 
year. 

Public meetings should ho held 
where possible to stimulate Interest 
In fire prevention. 

ConservaCIon of life and property 
from fire is a patriotic duty. There 
should he generous cooperation from 
.citizens individually and organized 
cooperation "from Chambers of Com- 
merce and all other civic bodies. Tlio 
press Is earnestly urged to give the 
Influence of Its active support

CONDIMENTS

Mustard Picklea. 
— To one gailon 
of vinegar ndrl one-half cupful of dnF 
mustard, <,ne cupful of salt, two cup. 
fills of l)rown sugar. Stir until .lis- 
solved and pour over the cucunibera 
cover with iiorsorndlsli leaves and droo 
In the well-washod pickles as they nra 
picked each day. * 

Mushroom, Cataup.-WIpo careftjllj 
hut do not wash, fresh muahrooiaa, 
I ut In layers In a atone Jar with mUi 
on eacli layer. Cover with a cloth 
and let stand In a warm place tweaty 
four hours. Wash and strain by press- 
ng througl, a sieve; to every quart of 
this liquor and pulp add one ounce o( 
peppercorns and boll thirty minutes 
ven* slowly; add ono-fourth ounce of 
whole allspice, one-half ounce of sliced 
Klager root, one dozen wliolo cIotos. 
three blades of mac*. Cook fifteen 
hiinutes. take from the fire, strain 
again nnd put Into small bottles Cork 
and seal with paraflln. 

Tomato Soy.-Peel and chop one 
peck of ripe tomatoes, put over the 
heat with one-half cupful of whole 
cloves, one-half cupful of allspice, one 
cupful of salt, one tablespoonful of 
popper, Uireo red peppers. Uiree onlona 
chopped. Cook for one hour, add one 
quart of cider vinegar; after straining 
the cooked mixture, reheat and bottle 
Oil Plcklci.-.SlIco one liundrcd 
Bnmli green cucumbers unpeeled end 
three medium or six small onions, 
sprinkle thickly with salt and lot 
fitam over night.

In 1897 the present chief of the dl- 
vlplon of Insular stations, States Re- 
lations Service, made a survey of 
Alaska for the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to determine the 
agricultural and horticultural possi- 
bilities of the territory. An experi- 
ment station was established shortly 
afterwards at Sitka. The visit of the 
chief was recently repeated, to learn 
at llrst hand the develeopment that 
has taken place In the intervening 
25 years. * 

It has been fully demonstrated thta 
Alaskan agriculture can be self-sus- 
talninlg. There are now five Alaskan 
experiment stations— nt Sitka, Kara- 
part, Kodiak, Fairbanks and Matan- 
uska— which have introduced a num- 
ber of Improved varieties of hardy 
grains, Including wheat, oats, rye and 
barley, all of which are being success- 
fully grown on Alaskan farms, as well 
as vegolablcs, fruits and ornamentals 
of various kinds. These have aided 
settlers materially In Increasing their 
local food supply and In improving 
their home surroundings. Whereas 
only two satlBfactoo' gardens were 
growing in > southeastern Alaska in 
1S97, excellent crops of radishes, let- 
tuce, onions, potatoes, peas, beans, 
.cabbage, cauliflower, turnip and other 
vegetables are now growing almost 
everywhere. In many places straw- 
berries, currants, nad gooseberries 
are produced abundantly. 

Small dairies have been established 
near a number of Alaskan towns. At 
Skagway oats and vetch were grown 
this year to nil a silo for winter feed 
for the cows. ,

strawberries and potatoes. More than 
2000 hybrid strawberries came into 
bearing In July, the result of crosses I 
made with native species and some 
cultivated varieties, all having the!

The station hy- 
brid strawberries are being 8uc.cess- 
fully grown and producing berries of 
excellent quality. Several hundred 
seedling potatoes are being tested to 
determine their value for Alaskan 
conditions. i 

In view of improving trade condi-' 
tlons, the work of the Alaska stations t 
may bo expected to aid materially In ! 
building up the agriculture of the ter- 
rltory and In supplying food to Its 
population. 

Club girls baked 370,000 loaves of 
bread last year In connection with ex- 
tension club work carried on by coun- 
ty extension workers, according to re- 
ports to the United States Depart- 
nient of Agriculture. More than 31,000 
girls learned to make and Judge good 
broad in these clubs during tlie year. 
Farmers and farm women have re- 
cently celebrated .the tenth anniver- 
sary of the beginning of agricultural 
extension work in four counties— De 
Kalb County, 111.; Sussex County, N. 
J.; Cape Girardeau County, Mo.; and 
Portage County, Ohio- according to 
reports to the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Thee first coun- 
ty extension agent began work In 
Texas in IpOG. Organized extension 
work la now being carried on In over 
2100 counties.

states who attended a three-weeks ' 
school of methods held at Gammon ■ 
Theological Seminary, Athens, Ga., In

series of effective demonstrations by ' 
extension workers from Turkegee In- 
stitute, Ala., who conduct movable 
school programs, in the rural districts 
of Alabama. ! 

The pastors attending the Athens 
school were given instruction In soil 
management, trqv production, farm 
carpentry, including the making of 
home conveniences, poultry keeping, 
care of gardens and fruit, proper 
methods oE cooking and food preser- 
vation, sanitation and home uuralng. 
According to reports received by the 
department, tlieae pastors are putting 
on similar demonstrations In their 
communities and at conferences of 
rural pastors in their districts. 



MORE PIGS RAISED BY SOWS 

PUT ON BALANCED RATION 
Sows put on balance rations raised 
71 percent more pigs than those re- 
ceiving the same management but fud 
on low protein rations in a "Save a 
Pig" campaign carried on by exten- 
sion workers In Kansas last sprlUtj. 
Farrowing records were kept by 53 
farmers. According to a report re- 
ceived by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 2G3 sows on :iO 
farms received corn and a protein 
supplement of either tankago, sUlm 
milk, alfalfa, or linseed oll^ meal. 
These 2C3 sows farrowed 2609 pigs, an 
average of 10 to a Utter; of these pigs 
1713 were weaned, an average ot 6.5 
pigs per Utter, On 11 farms, 160 sows 
received mostly corn rations, harrow- 
ing 1191 pigs, an average of 7 to the 
litter; of these plgSt^ 1645 were 
woaned, an average of 3.S pigs to a 
Utter.

GLASS STOMACH INDICATES 

DIGESTIBILITY OF FOODS 
It Is now possible to determine the 
digcatlblllty of the protein in foods 
and whether or not It Is necessary to 
cook them, without conducting feed- 
ing testa, thus saving much time and 
expense, say tho speclallsta of the 
bureau of chemistry, United States 
Department of Agriculture, who have 
adapted a chemical method to this 
work. The method Is carried out by 
the use of laboratory apparatus that 
might he called an artificial stomach, 
since by its use It la poaslble to imi- 
tate at least a part of the digestive 
processes. 

The proteins to bo tested, those 
from beans, for instance, are placed 
in glass containers In a dilute solution 
of hydro-chloric acid similar to that 
found normally Iln the stomach, the 
proper quantity of pepsin is added, 
and the mixture Is placed In an Incu- 
bator where the temperature Is kept 
at the same point as that of the hu- 
man stomach, about 37 degree centi- 
grade. Alter a certain* number of 
hours the contents of the container 
are sampled and analyzed. The diges- 
tive effect la measured by the ratio of 
what Is known as amino nitrogen to 
total nitrogen. By running through 
cooked and uncooked protein from 
beans It Is possible to determine 
which la the more easily acted upon 
by the chemicals Iln this artlflclal 
stomach,' and, consequently, by tho 
Stomach Itself. 

After the food has been acted upon 
by the pepsin and hydrochloric add, 
it Is treated with trypsin and a dilute 
alkaline soluiton, as nearly as pls- 
alble like the digestive juices found 
in the small Inteatine. This second 
process tells the investigator what 
tho probable digestive action on any 
particular food will be In tho Intes- 
tine. 

In the human or unlmal body there 
are, of course, other factors that enter 
Into tho digestion of food or feeds, hut 
tho "nrtUlclal stomach" will toll if one 
protein Is more digestible than an- 
other and whether It Is more digest- 
ible when cooked or raw. It does not 
tell wjmt kind of protein are con- 
tained in a food or whether the vari- 
ety is sufllclont for all tho needs of 
the body.

Gig Gum Guard Straits — French and 
Italians Are Speeding to Assist- 

anco of Their Ally— Lloyd 
' George Takes Lead. 

Lontlon, Sept. 19.— Lending British 
opinion, clarified followhig the allied 
ultimatum to Mustapha Kemal, stands 
united behind the dctcrmlnntlon to 
prevent the Turks entering Europe 
even to the extent of using force. 

Despite the dissatisfaction In cer- 
tain sections of French opinion and 
the soml-ofliclal refusal of Italy to 
aprtlclpate In any military operutlons 
which may be conducted on European 
BoU In consequence of perosnt compli- 
cations, Itrltaln Is detennlned to keep 
tlie stnUts open, even If she has to go 
It alone. 

Already tlie First North StalTord- 
Bhlres, stationed nt Gibraltar, have 
been ordered to Constantinople with 
all speed and otliGr units are following 
In quick succession. At the same time 
units of the British fleet are stoanilng 
eastward hound to the same destina- 
tion. . ' , 

Ileports received in London from 
Athens Indicate that English citizens 
have been killed In the sack of 
Bmyma, which will undoubtedly result 
In the British government demanding 
satisfaction Immediately. llofugees 
arriving at the Greek capital bring 
fresh tales of the horrors In the 
doomed city. Tlie Greek metropolitan 
of EphesuB, one of Uio lust Greeks to 
leave, declared: 

*'The number of persons massacred 
up to Friday evening is estimated Jit 
i;^0,000. Smyrna Is a veritable slaugh- 
ter house." 

An American steamer arrived at 
Athens Saturday with 2,000 Greeks 
and Annenlans aboard, bringing fresh 
details of the tragedy. . The captain 
of the ship stated : 

"The scenes at Smyrna are beyond 
the limits of imagination. Fire and 
death extend in nil directions. In- 
numerable bodies of men and women 
and children are lying abandoned In 
the streets. 

"The whole' city "and Its surround- 
ings urc In ruins and pillage and loot- 
ing are going on wholesale." 
■ Australia 1ms closely followed Ne« 
Zealand in promising Downing street 
active co-operation "in whatever ac- 
tion Is necessarj' to Insure the sanctity 
of .Galllpoli," and oiroriug a contin- 
gent of forces. 

The attack of tlie forces of Musta- 
pha Kernal Pasha on allied marines, 
who attempted to land at Smyrna Sat- 
urday, caused the war clouils that 
hang over Europe to become blacker, 
and Britain's answer to this challenge 
from the leader of the victorious na- 
tionalist Turkish anny will be the dls- 
polch of additional large contingents 
of troops and another lleet of war- 
ehlps of all classes to the Bosporus. 

Premier Lloyd George Jias been In 
touch with the war oflice and adiulral- 
ty, directing preparations to meet the 
grave eventualities foreshadowed by 
the triumph of the Turks, the massa- 
'cres at Siuynia and the debacle of the 
Greek army. 

Australia, Now Slealand and Canada, 
according to Britain's oflictaldoui, 
have answered the appeal to tlie self- 
governing domains for idd. 

The British Veterans' organizations 
throughout the United Kingdom are 
announcing their willingness to re- 
spond to another call to arms If It 
comes. 

Ail strategic points In tlie Darda- 
nelles are covered by the heavy artll- 
lerj- of the British forces landed there 
and by the guns of French and British 
warships. 

Italian and French troops nre being 
rushed toward the theater of Imijoud- 
Ing war to reinforce the British.

ASKS U. S. TO AID EUROPE 



Representative Britten of llUnoIs In- 
troduces Resolution — Recently Re- 
turned From Trip Abroad.

SHOPMEN WORK AGAIN 



27,000 Back in St. Paul and 
Northwestern Shops. 



Men Return Under Class of -Which 
They Were Members on ^ 
June 30. 

Chicago, Sept. IS.— As the Clilcago 
& Korthwesturn and tlie St. Paul rail- 
ways opened their sliops to striking 
craftsmen the shopmen's executive 
council launched a campaign to win 
over "bitter enders" amoug tlie car- 
riers. 

Under the leadership of B. M. Jew- 
ell, national prusideat, the shopiuen'a 
council win devote ail Us energies to. 
ward ending the strike on those roads 
whicii have announced a determina- 
tion not to compromise — notably, the 
Pennsylvania, Burlington, Bock Island 
and Alton. 

Under agreement perfected Thurs- 
day on the terms approved by the 
strikers the Chicago & Northwestern 
and the Chicago, jlllwaukoe & SL 
Paul began putting sliopmen back to 
work in their plants here and else- 
where. The Northwestern employs 
12.000 and the St. Paul about 15.000 
shop workers. 

Approximately 50 other railroads 
are said to have accepted the peace 
proposals, although unions and com- 
panies continue to keep secret the ex- 
act Une-up. 

Beports that no shopmen will be 
sent back to work until every railroad 
In the country lias signed the peace 
agreement were denied by Mr. Jewell. 

"No obstacles are to be put In the 
way of partial readjustment," said Mr.

RESCUERS FIND 
MINERS' BODIES 

Remains of Forty-Seven Men 
Found at 4,350-Foot 

Level. 



DIE IN SIX FEET OF WATER 



Victims Had Built Two Bulkheads 
- In Their Fight 'for Life— Air So 
Impure' It impedes Work 
of Recovery. 

Jackson, CaL, SepL 20. — Forty-seveu 
bodies wore found in the Argonaut 
mine huddled lu a cross-cut at tho 
^,3oO-foot level. There were 47 men 
trapped In the mine when It cuUght 
lire* three weeks ago. 

The 22 men' ou the 4,350-foot level 
were found In six fOet of water. The 
air was so impure tiuU new air hose 
to clear tlie atmosphere was sent 
down for tlie rescue workerd. 

It was 4:40 o'clock when Hecox's 
rescue crew signaled .from the 4,;i50-" 
foot lov.el that they were all right 
and asked for the reserve crew to 
Join them. Conditions on both levels' 
were reporPed as normal. 

And tlien— at p. ui. — came the 
w'ord that I'lckard had established a 
£rcsh-air base with tlie mlpe rescue 
crew on the 4,200-foot level. Fry*fl 
men manned this base. 

Twelve minutes later a member. ol 
the mine rescue crews, Itobert Hecox, 
arrived nt tiio surface with the word 
timt his couipnny had encountered a 
strange, newly-bullt bulkliead blocking 
a cross-cut on tlie 4,!iOO-foot drift. 

Behind It— they knew that Instant- 
ly — were tlie entombed men. 

rromptly the rescue crew had hurst 
throtigh the bulkhead with willing 
blows. What lay behind It — waning 
life or fearful death? The ax blows 
Binushed through the flimsy wood; all 
that followed was a creeping stench 
of foul air. 

Clearly this was not tho final crj-pt. 
The lads proceeded further. But that 
Uie main trail had been found was 
very evident, 

Tho smashed bulkhead had been 
hastily hullt and plug^'cd by the men 
with caulking made from their cloth- 
ing. 

It was just what the Kkllled minors 
bad said they would do — Just what 
Krnest Jllller and Ell I'avlowltch, 
loaders, liad said they would do In 
the event 'of fire. 

The men who came up who have 
been working on the rescue crew 
despite their oxygen masks wore sn 
overcome that they bad to.be dragged 
out of the skips. 

"Word was brought to the surface 
that the men wore found Just exactly 
as KrnePt Sillier, who was caught In 
tlie fire of 1010, said ho would do to 
save the lives of himself and fellows 
If lie over was trapped In n mine 
again. ' 

Miners believe that, the 22 men 
whose bodies had been found were 
the leaders of the trapped men nnd 
that the others who failed to follow 
will be found In the vicinity of the 
JIuldoon shaft where they sought es- 
cape but were gassed. 

Whether the 22 died from being over- 
come by noxious fumes caused by the 
fire or died as tho result of starvation, 
has not' been determined. The latter 
theory Is favored, due to the fact tlnU 
tliey were •behind strong bulk- 
heads. 

The fact that the men had torn off 
their clothing ns a caulk or padding 
to the first bulkhead argued that they 
had had ample time In which td 
act.

by striking shopmen and railways 
repreHcntinj; about one-fifth of the 
country's mileage last week brought 
about a break in thu strike that has 
lasted for some 75 days and threaten- 
ed the nation's transportation facili- 
ties with demoralization. It Is be- 
: Ileved some other railways will soon 
iHUke th(> same arrangement with the 
men, these Including tlie Uock Island, 
the Hurllngton and the Northern Pa- 
clflc. 

Some of the big lines, notably the 
Pennsylvania, have not adopted the 
Pettlement plan. Tbey assert tbey al- 
ready l!*ivo won tbo strike and will 
not nuike terms witli the men who 
went out. Of the roads accepting tlie 
agreements tlie most Important are: 

New York Central lines and subsl- 
<llarles, Including Sllclilgnn Central, 
noBton 'and Albany, and Big Four; 
Chicago. Milwaukee and St. Paul; 
Erie; Chicago and Xorthwestern and 
Its subsidiary, the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Jllnneapolls and Omaha; Baltimore 
and Oiiio; Soabunrd Air line; South- 
|ern railway; New York. Chicago and 
'st. Lmils; Thg Monon; Wheeling and 
I-nke Erie. 

The agreements are. as tbey should 
.be, a compromise. All the strikers, ex- 
fecpt tliose proven guilty of acts of 
Ivlitlence, are to be taken back within 
[thirty days at the prevailing pay 
fprescrlbcd by the federal railway 
"'labor board, and In the shops where 
they were formerly employed, but not 
necessarily at the same Jobs, There 
Is no specific provision regarding the 
matter of seniority rights, but It Is 
believed this Issue can be worked out 
satisfactorily after the men n re hack 
ut work. Any controversies arising 
L-froni tbo strike that cannot be settled 
otherwise are to be referred to a com- 
iinlsslon to bo ostabllsbod, consisting 
of Elx^represeatatlvos of the labor or- 
■ganlxatlons hivolved and six repre- 
sentatives of the rallroods. This com- 
ndsslnn Is to remain in existence only 
^'untn May 31, 1023. and none of Its 
decisions nor the agreement In gen- 
Toral "shall be used nr cited In any 
controversy between these parties or 
■between the railroads .signing the 
Ksame or any other class or classes of 
;' f 5S*i9 tlioir employees In any other con- 
troversy that nmy hereafter arise." 
There is to bo no intimidation nor op- 
pression of the employees who re- 
mained at work or tliosc who'took the 
places of strikers, and all law suits 
pt-ndlng as a result of the strike ore 
to be dismissed. 



EAniNG on tbo motion to have 
the strike Injunction obtained 
by Attorney General Daugherty 
chonged Into a prellmlnnry restraining 
order until a trial began hist week 
before Federal Judge AVllkcrson In 
Chicago, and the attorney general an- 
nounced that It would proceed despite 
the partial agreements reached. The 
temporary Injunction was extended 
ten days, but the court warned the 
government forces It would ;iot be 
further extended. The government 
presented many thousands of affidavits 
telling of acts of violence and tlireats 
and other circumstances, all tending 
to prove its theory that a conspiracy 
existed, which In effect obstructed In- 
terstate commerce. 

. Mr. . Dttughertj'*8 determination to 
press the case to a decision is based 
on his belief that the principles at 
stake are more Important than any 
Immediate Issue or effect. The Injunc- 
tion, ho thinks, If granted beyond the 
ten days now fixed by the court, will 
not only protect the workers who have 
taken' places of strikers on roads not 
In the settlement, but will reach the 
question of responsibility of union 
leaders for acts of violence.

The 
four Republican congressional candi- 
dotes were elected, but the Democrats 
Increased their membership In Uie 
state assembly from 15 to 40 and In 
the state senate from none to Uiree. 
Republican leaders in "Washington 
called the Maine results an endorse- 
ment of tbeudmlnlstratlon, while the 
Democratic chiefs found satisfaction 
in the reduced size of tlio Republican 
majorities.

IT IS true, as Mr. Davis says, that 
the disturbances in the coal raining 
Industry are ended, but the disturb- 
ances in the minds of the consumers 
of coal are Just beginning. The deal- 
ers, greedy, unscrupulous aud con- 
scienceless, are demanding exorbitant 
prices for coal nnd the peoiile are wall- 
ing, with Uttlo prospect of relief ex- 
cept In some states where the authori- 
ties have both tlie power and the will 
to check the profiteering. Meanwhile 
the congressional conferees have been 
disputing over the Cummlns-Wlnslow 
coal distribution and pcico control bill, 
ijlsagreeing as to Its application to In- 
trastate as well as Interstate ship- 
ments. Heno'Eord Is the most vocifer- 
ous of the big coal consuaiers, and ac- 
cording to the latest reports he had not 
altered his Intention to shut down the 
Ford plants. He charges that the Inter- 
'state commerce commission, through 
Its control over empty cool cars, "Is 
playing Into the hands of coal prof- 
iteers under gulso of regulations for 
the public good," and adds: "The 
same Interests which own the public 
utilities, railroads and mines are using 
the commission ns part of their scheme 
to fieece the public, and the scheme Is 
BO simple that nobody sees It." 



THE Greek debacle lu Asia Minor 
was complete. Coustautiue's 
troops — those that were not captured 
— were withdrawn from the mainland 
In u hurry and the Turkish National- 
ists occupied Smyrna In orderly man- 
ner. Then looting broke out, and ou 
Tiiursday someone started a conliagra- 
tion Unit destroyed the western part 
ot the city. The Kemallsts also oc- 
cupied Brusn, burned by the lleelng 
Greeks, and announced that their capi- 
tal would be moved to Konlu; Their 
rejoicings over tbo victory were 
participated In by their country- 
men who adhere to the Constantl- 
noiilo government, and thei'e was 
much talk among them of recovering 
that city from alien dominance and of 
again possessing Thrace and the Dar- 
danelles. This brought a warning from 
all the allies that an attack against 
the neutral zones of Ismld ond the 
Dardanelles would mean war with tbo 
allies, and British and Italian troops 
were concentrated in those regions. 

Probably the allies can restrain the 
Turks, but the danger In the Near'East 
does not stop there nnd many wisb 
statesmen are shaking their heads over 
the prospects of a new war In the 
Balkans. Bulgaria Is massing her 
forces on the Thracliin frontier, while 
Jugo-Slavla and her aily Rumaulrf are 
mobilizing to give the Bulgars battle. 
Tlie Serbs.'Who themselves want pos- 
session of Salonlca, are , determined 
that Bulgaria shall not grab Thraco 
and thus re-establish conluct with the 
Turks. Tljo Bulgarian press Is urg- 
ing the government tb abaadon di- 
plomacy nnd to fight. England, which 
has been the friend of Greece, will not 
permit Turkey or Bulgaria to get 
Thrace and has a powerful naval 
force guarding the waters between the 
continents. Italy Is most desirous oi: 
peace and Is urging England to con- 
sent to a now conference on the Neai 
East. Fmnco rejoices over Iho vic- 
tory of the Turks, hut joins with Eng- 
land In the determination that CoustttU; 
tinople and the Dardanelles shall re- 
main neutral and under International 
control. AH In all, British diplomacy 
ceems to have made a mess of It, but 
ft layman at this distance has no right 
to pass judgment yet. Britain's course 
may have been Infiucnced greatly by 
tho ever existent and now Increaslan 
fear of a general Mohammedan iipr!*'

AGRICULTURE BENEFITTED 

BY TAX ARTICLE 
Efforts to make a change In that 
article of the new Illinois constitu- 
tion relating to revenue were unsuc- 
cessful at the constitutional conven- 
tion held this week at Springfield. By 
seven votes the convention declined 
to reopen the revenue. article for the 
purpose of substituting "personal" for 
intangible" In the grant of authority 
to the legislature to establisli. a uni- 
form tax on the income of all classes 
of intangible property. 

.This section, however, was amend- 
ed to make It clear that a, tax on all 
classes of inLinglble property, when, 
set out by the legislature shall be uni- 
form. ^ 

This action of the convention was 
particuhuiy gratjl'ying to agricultural 
interests in Illinois who are anxious 
to relieve the excessive lax burden 
on the farmer, which Is due in some 
measure to the low tax yield from In- 
tangible property, such as bonds and 
securities.

A line of vacuum tube rectifiers is 
on the market under the name *'ken- 
otrons." These tubes have been de- 
signed to have the proper operating 
characteristics ^to rectify alternating 
curent for the line of transmitting 
tubes put on tlio market by the same 
company. 

If radlotron transmitting tubes are 
used It Is only necessary to build or 
purchase a transformer with a fila- 
ment heating winding and a plate cur- 
rent winding and by the use of keno- 
trons for rectlHers. The entire power 
to operate the transmitting set can be 
taken from the alternating current 
house lighting circuit 

It Is possible to use an electrolytic 
rectifier In order to rectify the plate 
potential after the 110 volt house 
lighting circuit 1ms boon .stopped up 
by means of a transformer. Electro- 
'lytlc rectifiers are probably the cheap- 
cat' source of plate potential, but they 
are sloppy and demand a lot of cure 
and attention. 

Xo operate the standard five-watt 
.transmitting tube, known as radlo- 
tron typo UV 202, a plate voltage 
•of 350 la required and the plate cur- 
rent per tube Is -m-lOO of an ampere. 
The filament requires 2.35 amperes at 
(7.5 volts. Ilectifylng tubes known as 
kentron type U-V 210 are made to 
bo used In conjunction with the five- 
watt transmitting tubes. Tlie recti- 
fier tubes are so designed that one rec- 
tiflcr will rectify sulllclent current at 
the correct potential to operate one 
trnnsnilttlng tube. 

Figure "A" shows how a single 
transformer ran be used to furnish 
all of the necessary plate and fila- 
ment current for a tube transmitter. 
For those who do not wish to be 
bothered with the trouble and expense 
of rectifiers, there Is a circuit kr\own 
as the self-rectifying circuit that can 
be used for radio telegraphy. In 
nsing a self-rectifying circuit tt; ipast 
two tubes nmst he employed. If more 
power Is desired tubes must be added 
In irnirs. The tubes employed are di- 
vided. Into two groups operating on 
each half of the cycle.

'rtcttfyihg continuous wave radio tele- 
Eraph transndtter using flve-wiitt radlo- 
tron typo UV 202 tubes, Tho, Riuateur 
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and telephony. This, Uien, Is the sea- 
son for stock-taking, not only of the 
contents of Uie show cases, but brain 
pans.

The remedy and also the pre- 
I ventlon of tills is to Imve the" 
front wheels Inspected regularly 
and to' keep a constant watch 
npon the tires to see that tliev 
nre wearing evenly and that 
this wear is being taken up by 
the tread, neputable tire manu- 
facturers guarantee 'their prod- 
uct for the minimum and not 
tlie mailmum number of miles 
which they orght to deliver and 
the vast majority of failures to 
secure this mileage are due to 
the carelessness of drivers, rath- 
er than to faults In the tires 
themselves.

not long before he became tlie most 
accompllslied spy who ever delved Into 
the secrets of a court or divined the 
intention of a ruler. 

Part of the time he would be the 
Chevalier d'Eon, dashing, debonair and 
fearless. Then the chevalier would 
nilow It to be known that he was 
Koing somewhere on a visit, and a 
beautiful woman— versed in all the 
arts which make men open tlielr hearts 
nnd their lips, forgetful of the seal of 
secrecy which they would never lift 
to tlielr closest male friend— would 
appear, nnd another report would soon 
bo on its way to «ie private sanctum 
of the king. 

No one suspected that* the dashing 
chevalier and the flirtatious coquette 
were one nnd tlie same, though when 
the exposure was finally made, even 
his enemies had the grace to say that 
dEon had "fought over half, of Europe 
and flirted over th<? other half." In 
Paris, In London, In Home and In 
Genoa, the chevalier added success 
after success to his long list of vic- 
tories, prying Into secrets and ferret- 
ing gut tlie tnith wlion the greate'it 
spies of five kingdoms had utterlv 
failed. 

But It was while at the court of the 
Empress Elizabeth of Russia, In the 
feminine role, that the chevalier 
acldeved his crowning trluhiph. Eu- 
roi)e was llien on the verge of the 
Seven Years' war, nnd Louis desired 
an alliance with Kussla. One after an- 
other the veterans of the diplomatic 
sen-Ice returned to Paris, stoop- 
shouldered and beaten. The Imperial 
palace, they said, wos closed to them. 
The empreys would have none of their 
advice. She was adamant In her de- 
cision to stand aloof In the struggle 
which was approacldng. 

As a last resort, d'Eon was dis- 
patched to Moscow, and before many 
weeks had passed. It, began to be ru- 
mored about tlie Rnsshin .capital that 
her majesty had a new maid of honor 
who appeared to have a strange liold 
over the queen. The girl, aa charming 
as she was pretty, was careful not to 
piny her^ cards too rapidly, but .she 
lost no opportunity to shift tlie con- 
versation to a discussion of diplomacy 
nnd at first to suggest nnd then to 
prove tlie wisdom of an alliance be- 
tween France. Russia and Austria 
against Frederick the Great. Little by

This would appear to 
lend weight to the belief that he be- 
longed to the feminine sex, hut beyond 
the fact that he was one of the world's 
fiuper-sples, nothing definite has ever 
been dlscovercd about the ambl-sex- 



dens daughter by his first wife, were 
the only persons in the house at -the 
time the murders were discovered, and 
Busplcloa naturally attached Itself to 
the stepdaughter, as Bridget had not 
tlie slightest motive for t^ie crime. 

After breakfast, on.ihe;mornlnff of 
August 4, isoa, Mr. ^Bdi-den left the 
house to attend to nn errand In tlie 
neighborhood, and Mrs. Borden went 
upstairs to arrange the gues't'^-oom^Jliil. 
preparation for some expected vIslW^^^'^' 
Mrs. Borden, as was . afterwards' 
brought out at the trial, left the first 
fioor at 0:3a and it was Uio last Urao 
tliat slie was seen alive. 

lioth Lizzie and Bridget Sullivan 
were in tlie kltciien at ten o'clock 
when Sir. Borden returned to the 
house, and, finding the front door— 
the only otlier en ti-u nee— locked, t'flino 
In through Uie back way and went up 
to his room which communicated only 
with the back part of die house and 
could not be reached from the front* 
It was about fifteen minutes later that 
Lizzie Borden went upsliilrs, and a 
moment later, shrlolced out that her 
fntlier had beeh killed. Both the old 
man and his ^vife had been murdered, 
iiractlcally chopped to pieces, for 
there were no less tlmn twenty-nino 
wounds on the two bodies, while the 
rooms in which they were found were 
spattered with blood almost to the 
celling. Investigation showed that 
Mrs. Borden, whose body ^va8 die- 
covered in the guest room, had been 
struck down while Lizzie Borden was 
talking to the sen-nut on the first 
fioor, only a short time before; while 
Mr. Borden had had time only to reach ' 
his room before being felled by a 
hlow that severed his skull. 

In spite of the lack of evidence ' 
against her, Lizzie Borden was ar- 
rested and charged with the two mur- 
ders—but was acquitted on the first 
ballot of the Jury, as It was shown 
that it would have been impossible 
for her to have killed her step-motlier 
changed her blood-spattered clothes' 
returned to the first fioor where she 
talked to Bridget Sullivan for lialC 
lui Iiour, and then to have gone up- 
stairs, killed lier father and again 
change her clothes before giving the 
alarm, to say notiilng of disposing of 
the weapon which she hod used. 

On the other hand, as the prosecu^ 
tion pointed out, there was no other 
person who possessed both the motive 
nnd tho opportunity. Lizzie Borden 
had quarreled with lier step-mother 
some time before. Her father's win' 
left the major portion of his property 
to his wife, unless he survived her, 
In which case Jt, was to go to his 
daughter. The front door and all the 
windows on ,the first fioor had been 
locked. Therefore no one could enter 
wltliout pnssing tlirough the kitchen, 
where both Bridget Sullivan and Lizzie ' ' 
Borden were at work. Finally Lizzie 
Borden- had discovered the crime— 
which at once .led to the suspicion that 
she had committed It. But even the 
counsel for the stnte had to admit that 
the blood-spattered walls and the to- 
tal hick of any blood stains on Miss 
Borden's clothing presented an in- 
surmountable obstacle, so far as her 
guilt was concerned. 

Her acquittal, however, not only 
added another classic to the mysteries 
of crime, but presented two questions 
apparently Impossible of solution by 
any reasonable hypothesis: How had 
the murderer entered the house when 
the only available entrance waa 
through' the kitchen where the tivo 
women were working? How had he 
managed to commit two crimes of this ' 
natnre and escape, \\ith clothing which 
was certain to have been thoroughly' 
blood-stained, without attracting tho 
slightest notice?

NOW ARE DESERTED VILLAGES 



Eroalon of Land, Due to Cultivation, 

Fills Once Navigable Streams and 

Despoils Soil of its 

Fertility. 
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Wn3hlngton.— area have been build- 
ing cities and deserting them from 
time Immemorial. The usual causes 
are military and economic. Carthage, 
one of the greatest cities of early 
times, was utterly destroyed after the 
Punic wars waged by. the Unmans. Vir- 
ginia City. Xev., wns deserted because 
tlie mining Industry which made It 
a substantial municipality lapsed upon 
the exhaustion of the lode. But here 
In the East Is a group of cities which 
have fallen from their previous Impor- 
tance by the operation of the forces 
of nature. 

The great mass of the people of the 
TJnIted States, being distributed so 
widely over the expanse of the new 
terrltoiy of the West, lacks the envir- 
onment to create a reallzatlnn of the 
antiquity of the Eastern section. It Is 
difficult for the man In Chicago to 
realize that the eastern Americans 
have llvefl on this soil for as long a 
period under the British «ag as under 
the American— that the period extend- 
ing from the first settlement of the 
eastern seaboard up to the American 
Revolution was as long as that from 
the Revolution to the present day. 
Prosperity Saps Life. 
Slore than three centuries of human 
occupation , bring about curious 
changes In the habitations of men. 
■\Vhen the countrj- was first settled the 
soil wns virgin and for tlie most part 
covered with dense forests. The pio- 
neers built their primitive houses on 
the banks of streams because the 
streams were their easiest roadways. 
TJiey felled the trees and planted their 
com and tobacco and. In the course of 
years, ports sprang up by the water- 
side and became thriving cities. The 
farms reached farther and farther 
hack Into the wilderness, large areas 
being cleared of timber. 

Soutliem Maryland furnishes an er- 
cellent example of such development. 
Its soil Is lonmy and was extremely 
fertile. As, year after year, the gentiv 
rolling hillsides were plowed, the soil 
was loosened and the rain of each 
year waslied It down Into the streams. 
Three centuries of this erosion gradu- 
ally have filled up the streams. The 
riverside and bayslde cities which once 
throve on the shipping of the products 
of Uie farm did not keep up with the ' 
erosion of the land. The result wns ' 
that the streams filled year by year 
until the channels were clogged anrl 
what once were noble waterways now 
are narrow creeks. 

Soil and Streams Ruined. 
This erosion, which was despoiling 
the rivers, the highways of commerce 
■also was washing off the rich, fertile 
top soil. Therefore the bind which 
produceil the crops, the object of com- 
merce, disappeared In company with 
the streams, it was Inevllable that 
the cities should decline with both 
their means of commerce and the com- 
modities of commerci*. taken away by 
this operation of natural forces set In ( 
motion by the plow. ' 

When the Itomans took *:nrlhngf; 
thoy tore down the buildings, sowed 
unit upon the site nnd plowed It untb-r 
The lost cities of southern ainryhmd 
no less have been plowed und-^r. There 
are three exoollent examples of these 
places, IJIadensburg. I'ort Tobacco and 
riseataway. 

BlMleusburg was a port to the 
wlmn-ea of which cnme great mer- 
cliunt ships from England that Balled 
op Uio PUomuc and followed Its east- 



ern branch to the port wldch was a 
city long before Wasnlngton was even 
plarmed. Today no craft larger thnn 
a small motorboat can get up as far ns 
IJIadensburg and, after n dry spell, 
even such a small boat Is -likely to 
ground. 

Thriving Port Near Extinction. 
Bladonsburg was a thnvrag port of 
entry, a gnui tobacco shipping point. 
It boasted hotels and warehouses and 
numerous beautiful colonial mansions, 
several of which still stand. Today It 
Is -a village of small population and 
probably would have disappeared al- 
together were It not for the fact that 
It Is near Washington. 

Probably the most Interesting of the 
lost cities Is Port Tolmcco. Old maps 
of Maryland show this place nmrked 
with the large star or circle as Indi- 
cating an Important center. Mary- 
landers lean strongly on tradition and 
even today the maps show Port 
Tobacco as a second-class city. Not 
more than three families live there 
at present. 

Port Tobacco, obviously, was one of 
tJie busiest of the tobacco exporting 
points. It stood on an estuary of the 
Potonmc. From It radiated tho roads 
peculiar to southern aiaryland, roads 
over which the planters rolled their 
huge hogsheads of tobacco, Its court- 
house was the pride of that section. 
Its hotel was the social center of the 
country. In Us public square was a 
marble fountain and Its warehouses 
occupied wide spaces. It was an Im- 
portant c<donlal porL Today It Is not 
a port at all. There la no water at 
Port Tobacco. The stream has been 
filled In by erosion to such an extent 
that Its banks are half a mile away 
from the town. 

Now a Deserted Village. 
Port Tobacco clung to Its trndltlons 
for some years after Its water high- 
way had deserted it because It was 
the county seat. LaPtata, a new nnd 
growing town some three miles away, 
which had sprung up when the rail- 
road came through, was Jealous of 
Port Tobacco's courthouse. LaPIata 
argued that Port Tobacco was declin- 
ing and herself growing and peti- 
tioned the legislature to move the 
county seat. But tnidltlon was too 
strong and the courthouse stayed at 
Port Tobacco. 
The Jealousy of LaPlata was not 



reached a pitch where a group of 
young LaPIatn bloods stole Into Port 
Tobacco one niglit and burned the One 
old brick courthouse. Inasmuch as the 
county must bear the expense of erect- 
ing n now building. It was urgeTl suc- 
cessfully that It might as well be built 
In the new town, nnd it was. Today the 
few old udsslons of Port Tobacco, 
tho ruins of the courthouse, the. turn- 
bled-down remains of the hotel and 
even portions of the nmri)le fountain 
are grass-grown and louely— well-fit- 
ted to Goldsmith's description of tlie 
deserted vlllnge. 

Deserted by Stream. 

Piscntaway was a port on an estu- 
ary of the Potomac not far from 
Mount Vernon. It Is perhaps the best 
preserved of the tlirce typical lost 
cities. It would not be possible to get 
even a cnnoo up tho stream which In 
the old days bore ships big enough, to 
cro.ss the Atlantic. PIscataway la at 
least three miles from navigable wa- 
ter. The town is some fifteen miles 
from the nearest railroad and,, tliere- 
fore. Is about as deserted a ghost of 
colonial days as can bo found. 

It has several very beautiful mnn 
slons. Some of them stand starkly 
empty, with loose shutters banging Id 
the wind. One or two arc stIU kept up 
by survivors of the old famlllca thai 
once nourished there, nnd a few are 
used as tenement houses by negroes. 
The single tiny store nnd post office 
could not live were It not supported &j 
the surrounding country, foi^ tJie pori 
which once bad morchnnts who aeni 
ships to England now has not to ex 
ceed a hunilred souls. 

Dies With the FaVme, 
Torktown Is across the nay on the 
Virginia shore. Its fate Is attributable 
to somewhat dllTerent causes. Its wa- 
ter IdRhway, the York river, has aoJ 
filled up, for the current and tide are 
extremely rapid ot thnt point. Bui 
tho washing away of tlie topsoll j .-.s 
impoverished tlie farms. Yorktown 
once wns the port of entry for Phlln- 
delphla and New York, being regarded 
as an Important place. Today It hn^ 
a population of 300, half negrp. Yel 
Its hari>or, the mouth of the York riv- 
er. Is one of the most nuignlflcont in 
this country. During the war the At- 
lantic fleet anchored In the harbor of 
the Utile town, and after Jtbe armis- 
tice more than a thousand shipping 
hoard vessels were moored there. The 
harbor Is SO feet deep. 

But progress nas trickeil tliese citlea 
Into oblivion. The very activity and 
prosperity of the eariy days hastened 
their decay. The more Industriously 
the plaiUers plowed to produce the 
wealth on which tho citlea throve the

Harvesting and Packing Celery In Field. 



(Prepared by th« Unlt«.J States Dapartmeni 
of Airrlcultura.) 

From a crop that Vvns a novelty nnd 
served on the tables of only a few peo- 
ple to an Industry thnt hns produced 
as mnny as 17,000.000 crates In a year 
hns been the development of celery 
production within Uio memory of many 
people now living. WIUi tho rapid In- 
crease In the growing of the crop 
meUiods of culture nnd nmrkeUng 
have materially changed, new diseases 
and posts Imve appeared, and n nnm- 
her of problems have nrlsen. Because 
of these new problems and dlfllcultlcs, 
the United States Department of Agrl- 
•culture hns Just Issued Farmers' Bul- 
letin 1200, Celery Growing, by W. R. 
Beattle, In which are discussed tho 
Xundamontnis of successful production, 
Including the best moUiods of growing 
nnd handling the crop. 

The crop can be grown on almost 
any type of soil If enough plant food 
is present nnd water Is supplied dur- 
ing the dry periods, but most of tho 
successful celery-growing enterprisea 
are on low-lying muck, or "hunmiock" 
soils. Under present-day conditions It 
Is not practicalJlo to depend entirely 
on manure ns n fertilizer and large 
quanUUes of commerclnl fertUtzer are 
used, growers In Uie nortbenstem part 
of the country using from 1.400 to 1,- 
SOO pounds of high-grndo plant food to 
the acre. Florida growers sometimes 
use ns much as Uiroe tons to the ncre. 
But not nil of the discussion Is de^

Wae Once' a Luxury. 
Celery was once a fall and winter 
luxury associated with turkey and 
cranberry sauce, but now It is eaten 
during Uie entire yeor and the produc- 
tion of "early" celery has become a 
big business. Moat of Uie commercial 
crop is grown In the region of the 
Great Lakes, and also In New Jersey 
and Massachusetts, In Florida and In 
California. The muck soils of Uie 
northwestern section are of the right 
texture, usually high In nitrogen but' 
deficient In potash nnd phosphorus. In 
addlUon to muck soils, good crops are 
grown on level snndy loams, such ns 
are found In tho vicinity of Ilochester, 
N. Y., In norUieastom New Jersey, on 
Long Island, and In many other locali- 
ties. 

Commercial fertilizers used as a rule 
contain about 4 to 7 per sent of nltro- 
gon, 8 per cent of pliosphoric ncld, and 
or 7 per cent of potash. Tho mixed 
ferUllzer Is usually followed by one or 
two side dressings of nitrate of soda 
or sulphate of ammonia during the 
growing period In the field. Where 
manure Is used It Is usually applied In 
the fall nnd plowed under, then re- 
turned to the surface In Uie spring by 
replowing, or Is coniposte<l and spread 
over the land after plowing and disked 
Into the soil Uio same as commercial 
ferUIIzer. Most muck soils are easily 
put In Uio right condlUon and require 
only plowing and about two disklnga 
and two dnigglngs. More disklnga and 
dragglngs, how.evor, are needed on 
newly reclaimed mucks. 

Seed Largely Imported. 
Moat of the celery seed la Imported, 
but Uiere are a few producers of high- 
grade seed In the United" States and 



fin. i"'*''"'''''^'* ^"t ''«^«"t experi- 
ments have Shown that four-year-old 
seed gives greater freedom from dls- 
ease and In many respects is prefer- 
nblo to fresh seed. However, much 

been handled, as great changes of tem- 
perature reduce Its vitality. There are 
approximately 14.000 celerj- seeds In 
»n ounce and 21,000 to 00,000 plants 
nre needed to set nn acre, but no? 
every seed can be rolled upon to pro- 
duce a good plant Four ounces of 
extra good seed Is usually enough to 
provide plants for nn acre, but most 
growers use eight to twelve ounces. In 
three to fivo woeka after the early 
crop seed Is sown Uio plants are~trana- 
Plnned to trays, to greeniiouso 
benches or to cold-frames, and later; 
to the fields. For Uie later or stand-

For the homo ganlcn 200 or 300 
plants can be started In a cigar box or 
In a wooden tray In the house, but as 
a rule It Is more economical to buy tho 
small number of plants needed. Spe- 
am care Is needed during the first 
two weeks after the seed Is so^^-n to 
SCO that tho soil doea not dry out and 
after the plants come up that they are 
not overwntered. There are many im- 
portant detalla to the setUng of tho 
plants In tho field, but even the com- 
mercial fields are sot by hand, though 
the department suggests Umt Uiere Is 
no reason why a suitable mnchlne for 
doing the work should not bo devel- 
oped. 

Celery Is a molsture-lovlng plant, 
and It Is frequently necessary to em. 
ploy IrrlgnUon unless the soU Is nat- 
urally moist. Three systems aro em- 
ployed: The overliead sprinkler ays- 
torn, tho furrow or surface system, and 
tho underground or sublrrlgatlon sys- 
tem. It has been found that the first ■ 
of these is generally the most adapt- 
able. Since tho plants are greaUy In- 
jured by wilting, successful growers 
watch the soil moisture condlUons 
closely and apply water before any 
wilting of Uie leaves occurs. Some 
successful growers In the northenstem 
district do not use Irrigation, They 
depend upon having the soil in good 
condlUon and well auppUed with or- ' 
ganic matter, and upon Uiorough nnd 
frequent cultivation. 

Celery Is subject to tho ottacks of 
diseases from seedbed to market 
Damplng-off Is Uie principal danger In 
the Boe<lbed, hut this can usually be 
controlled satisfactorily by care not to 
overwater and by giving plenty of ven- 
tllatlon. Plants In tho field suffer from 
early and late blight bacterial blight 
S»cleroUnIa rot and black-heart Tlicro 
are rots that aUack the product in 
storage or In transit. Blights spread 
rapidly during periods of moist nnd 
sultry weather, and even during bright 
weather, when tho plants are growing 
rapidly, spmying la necessary to be on 
tho safe side. TJie storage blights' or 
rota usually have their origin In field 
diseases. Control Is based upon crop 
rotation and spraying wIUi bordeaux 
mixture to prevent Uiom. A reading 
of the bulIeUn wilt give n thorough 
undetBtandIng of Uio approved meth- 
ods of control. 

Reaulta of Experience. 
Tlie experience of many successful 
growers nnd tho results of experlmen- 
tal testa on blanching, harvoaUng, stor- 
ing and' shipping are given In consid- 
erable deUiII. Although It Is an ex. 
pensive crop to grow and market most 
growers have paid lltUe attenUon to 
cost accounting, and conditions vary 
so much from year to yoar nnd In dif- 
ferent, regions that It is dllilcult to 
give figures of real value. Tho prin- 
cipal Items of expense nre: Interest 
on Investment plowing and fltUng the 
and, drainage and Irrigation, fertillz. 
ing, growing Uio plants, setting and 
cultivating, spraying, cost of boards or 
paper used In blanching, Inbot selling 
costs imd washing. It la safe to ns-- 
Huuie, says Uie department, that the ' 
grower who la not making a profit of 
from $i>00 to $300 an acre or more Is 
falling abort of his goal, but tho only 
way to know wliat profit Is being made 
la to keep a careful cost account to 
balance against tho returns.

any other governmonf. Thug, the ad- 
vances to the British government, evi- 
denced by Its obligations, were made 
to 'cover Its own purchases." 



Colored Canvas Now the Proper Caper 



npIIOSE who use heavy canvas cov- 
•*■ ers to protect .their crops, machin- 
ery and materials against the weather 
cnn almost double the life of the fab- 
ric If they treat It to afford protection 
against light as well as moisture nnd 
mildew, the Department of Agriculture 
declares In a recent circular, - 

After a series of experiments with 
canvas In which waterproofing mix- 
tures were made with the addition of 
earth plgnionts, such as are used In 
pnlnts, the experimenters, arrived at 
the conclusion that keeping out the 
light from the Inner flbers affords con- 
siderable protection to the fabric. 

Since several pigments are suitable, 
- tl;jro' is more or less freedom of 
choice as to color, the statement con- 
tinues, For a huir or khaki color, yel- 
low ochre can he used. For'n darker 
buff or light brown, raw sienna Is 
good; for dark red or reddish brown, 
burnt sienna; for olive brown, raw uai- 
ber, and for dark brown, burnt umber 
* Is added to the mixture. 

The usual formulos for waterproof- 
ing canvas may he used with tlie addi- 
tion of the earth pigment, using one

GENERAL RULES FOR 
SELECTION OF BEEF 



Choose Cuts According to Cook- 
ing; Method' Desired. 
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(Prtpared by tho United Statoa Department 
oX Affrlculture.) 

A successful campaign for better 
nourishment, of adults us well as chil- 
dren is being conducted In Connecti- 
cut, which the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture believes could 
well be eitended to other states. The 
purpose of the campaign Is to Induce 
people to add more milk and tlbrous 
material to tho diet, with the result 
that sucli ailments as headaches, con- 
stipation, nervous Irritability, and 
other disorders, duo to faulty, food 
habits may become less common. The 
recipes on this page are being used 
to Introduce tliese much-needed food 
substances Into tlie bill of fare of 
many families. 

Cabbage, which Is made up largely 
of fibrous material, Is inexpensive and 
available to both rural and city dwell- 
ers, lioth mllU and tlie vegetables 
recommended In these recipes supply 
tlie vitamins essential io good healtli. 
Cream Soups. 

Generol rules ; These soups are 
thickened by cooking butter and flour 
together. This prevents n separation 
of the thicker and thinner ports of the 
soup and Is colled "binding." 

Heat the butter until it bubbles, odd 
tlio flour and seasoning graduaUy and 
stir until well mixed, add the liquid 
and cook until about the consistency 
of good cream. Stir constontly. Add 
the vegetable pulp and liquid and sen'o 
hot If too thick, thin wltli more milk. 

Soda Is added to tomatoes In 
cream of tomato soup to prevent: the 
milk from curdling when It Is added to 
the tomato. One-eighth teaspoonful 
soda to one cup tomato Juice.

Two general rules may be laid down, 
for tlie selection of beef, says the; 
United States Department of Agrl-* 
culture. First: Buy only the tender, 
cuts when meat Is to be prepared byi 
sucli methods as. broiling or roostlnffj 
Second: Buy the less tender cuts In 
all cases for stews, boiled or braised 
meat, pot roasts, Hamburg steak, meat 
loaves, and fcoups. It should be r&- 
membered that tender cuts of meat 
are best not overcooked; also tliat 
plenty of time must he allowed for tlio 
cooking of the less tender cuts. Ono 
exception to this last may be made 
In tlie case of ground meat. Finely 
ground beef may be formed Into cakes 
or Into a lorge roll and these broiled 
or roasted and served rare Just as In 
the case of tender. meat. 

The tough tall of a porterhouse 
steak, so often discarded, may be re- 
moved and trimmed, put through the 
grinder, mode Into cakes, and tlieso 
broiled and served along with tho 
tender part of tlie steak. The tender 
cuts of beef are the rib roasts, club^ 
porterhouse, ond sirloin steaks. Tho'* 
rump and the Hank steak also aro 
tender If cut from a prime carcass. 
All these cuts are best prepared by 
browning the surface , with high heat 
tlien reducing the heat to avoid ovei> 
cooking tlie outside. Allow 8 to 20 
minutes for a steok, and 15 to 30 min- 
utes for each pound of roast, depend- 
ing on tlie Ihlckness of tlie steak, tlio 
size nnd shape of the roost and 
whether the moat Is preferred rare, 
medium, or well done. 
Soup. 
In cose large rpmntlty of soup Is 
needed, It Is well , to buy freshly 
trimmed bones, such as the hind shank 
or hock, the lower fore shank, or any 
other fresh bone trimmings, but for 
the average smoll family It Is more 
satisfactory as well as economical to 
select cuts having considerable meat 
along with the bone. The neck, foro 
shank, shoulder clod, tail, and the
